These we set very early in the Spring and the 
transplanting sets them back in growth of leaves from 
four to six weeks. The roots send out small rootlets to 
which the soil adheres when taking them up and they 
can be safely set in June or July and will start growing 
at once and will grow as good a bed of new plants as 
those set earlier in the season.
